The system of public. schoots propose. ap 
be inaugurated by the City Board of Binca- 
tion will not be interferfed with or overrid- 
den by the system of schools to be provided 
under the general law of the State. 
The State, by a general law, cannot provide 
schools of a high character as are needed and 
demanded in cities. While the cities will 
get their distributive share of the fand raised 
by State taxation for schoo! purposes, they 
must go further: they must provide for the 
support of a system of schouls adequate to 
meet the needs of a city population. City 
schools must be kept open ten months in 
the year. The curriculum of studies must be 
more extensive than is proposed in the schools 
designed for the rural population. 
Hence the necessity of the loca) city Board. 
Hence the necessity of incuring a greater ex- 
pense in supporting city schools than is con- 
templated in the general State school bill. 
Hence the chartered privilege granted to At- 
lanta, by the same legislature that passed the 
general school bill, to establish and control a 
city system of schools. Atlanta can do more 
and better for herself in this scliool business 
than the State can do for her. The Stat 
does not design to arrest the provress of the

We alluded in our issue of Tuesday last to 
the arrest of a gentleman of this city by ne- 
gro policemen in Columbia, South Carolina, 
while passing Uirough that place on a purely 
business trip. The gentleman in question is 
Mr. William Welis, one of our most res 
citizens, and the following are the facta of 
the case as we gather them from the state- 
ment of Mr. Wells himself. 
It seems that he errived at Columbia, from 
Sumter, end registered at the c ‘vlambia Ho- 
tel. Suffering from a severe headache brought 
on by travel and loss of sive P, ‘he proc ceeded 
toa barber shop for tie purpose of gett 
shaved and having his head bathed, Whilst 
awaiting those preliminaries which are indie- 
pensable to a first-class tonsorial manipula- 
tion, he was approac hed by a coarse, brome. 
looking negro dressed in a shabby bine uni 
form, who inquired as to his place of resi- 
dence, Mr. Wells thought the question 
rather impertinent, but answered it politely. 
The unbleached “specimen of a nation’s 
magnanimity” was far from satisfied,but wih 
that detestable officiousness which comes of 
beastly ignorance, continued to ply his in- 
tended victim with questions. This was car- 
ried to such an wnpleasant extent that Mr. 
Wells flatiy refused to be catechized an 
further, and requested the distinguished off- 
shoot of the Freedmen's Lurean to show the 
authority by which he cross-examined gentle- 
men who were strangers. This Cuilee re- 
fused to do, but ordered the barber to sus 
pend his shaving operations. Mr. Wells az 
pealed to the foreman of the shop to know 
what all this meant, and was informed that 
the animated piece of ebony was a police- 
mon.
